CLEAR GLASS BOTTLES. 


€— 


The chequered history of bottle-making in 
the Free State has entered upon a new 
epoch during the past week when the manu- 
facture was started in Dublin of clear white 
lass bottles. 
: With the new equipment which has been 
erected by the Irish Glass Bottle Co., Ltd., 
at Ringsend, all of the four hundred types 
of clear glass bottles and flagons now in use 
in the Free State may be produced by Irish 
labour. in the most modern type of glass 
bottle works in the world, Until this develop- 
ment occurred all bottles made at Ringsend 
were of green piace, other kinds having to be 
imported by the users. 

Clear glass was manufactured at Ringsend 
by the company which formerly operated 
there, but it was found to be too brittle to 
withstand the severe strain of mineral waters 
and other highly gaseous contents. The new 
clear glass is tested for a pressure of 125Iib., 
which is regarded as a satisfactory test for all 
purposes. 

Construction of the new factory for making 
this glass was begun six months ago, anid 
it has involved an expenditure of over 
£30,000. At present 150 persons 
ploved—all Irish, except the 
specialists. 

“Tt is hoped to increase this 
substantially as work proceeds,’ an /rish 
Times representative was told de

Secondary grades 
ranged from 18s. to 2ls. per cwt., and a 
clearance cf all classes was effected. Heifers 
again experienced a slow trade, but prices 
wére no worse than a week ago, and were 
similar to those paid for bullocks. Eventually, 
most jots were cleared. 

There. was a little more life in the lamb 
trade, and many lots were purchased for 
Belfast. The. average run of prices was 15s. 
to 20s., with extra well-finished lots at 21s. to 
95s. each. Some poor quality lambs sold at 
9s. each. Taken generally, prices for the best 
cattle were a shade better than last week. 
Trade for sheep was unchanged.

Educated at the 
Oratory School, Birmingham, he went 
thence to Sandhurst, and commenced 
his military career in 1897 as a second- 
lieutenant. in the Royal ,West Surrey 
Regiment. He saw active service almost 
immediately in South Africa, Where he was 
wounded and twice mentioned in 
despatches, returning to become A.D,C. to 
his uncle, General Clery. He was a 
captain at the outbreak of the Great War 
and had increaséd his rank to that of 
colonel before its conclusion. Mentioned 
no less than six times in despatches, he 
was also awarded the C.M.G., the Belgian 
Croix de Guerre and the Distingwished 
Service Order, the last-mentioned decora- 
tion being recognition of gallantry shown 
during July, 1916, at Delville Wood and 
Longueval Vill At the end of the 
War General McNamara was appointed to 
command a Territorial Brigade, and later 
an Indian Infantry Brigade at Lucknow. 
In 1926 he came home as Commandant of 
the Small Arms School at Netheravon ; 
and from there he was appointed Staff 
Brigadier to the Eastern Command. “ His 
varied military career has given him 
exceptional qualifications for the respon- 
sible post which he now assumes. 


Gramore ‘Races. 


The four-day meeting at Tramore wound 
up yesterday. This southern beauty spot 
has had from time immemorial its carnival 
week, which has always included August 
15th—or, as it is known to the oldest 
inhabitant, Lady Day. Tramore Races 
are, it is said, almost a century old, 
although in the early stage of the fixture’s 
existence it was devoted to pony-racing. 
One of its earliest patrons was Lord 
William Beresford, father of Lord Marcus 
Beresford. Those were the days when the 
scions of this great house and the far- 
famed Curraghmore were a power in the 
world of sport. 

For years the races were held on the old 
course adjoining the golf links, till the 
Atlantic waves washed it away. Then arose 
another force in Co. Waterford—this time 
the late Martin Murphy, who sat, if I 
remember rightly, in the House of 
Commons along with the old Irish Party 
as member for Waterford. Mr. Murphy 
possessed what was rare in those days— 
the quality the Americans call “drive,” 


and he used it for the betterment of 
Tramore. A new racecourse was laid out, 
and various improvements were effected 
which put the southern fesort on the map. 
To-day Tramore Race Meeting a Se 
largely for its support upon Senator J. J. 
Parkinson, the Curragh trainer, who is 
really a Tramore man and a veterinary 
surgeon by profession. The Widgers, too, 
support it, and the colours of this family 
have for generations been carried by one 
or other member of it down the years in 
almost every race of the day. The Morgans, 
another branch of the family, have 
contributed their share to the history of 
racing at Tramore. 


“Treland’s Gye.” 


The announcement recently made by Mr. 
Meghen, Commissioner for Howth, that 
arrangements were being made to build a 
pier for the accommodation of the in- 
creasing numbers of boating parties who 
visit Ireland’s Eye prompted my friend, 
Mr. Joseph Hudson, to lend me a copy of 
the Dublin Penny Journal. Appropriately 
dated 24th August, 1833, two pages of the 
Journal are devoted to illustrations and 
descriptions of Ireland's Eye—formerly 
known as Adros. From the record I learn 
that the now uninhabited island was the 
home of Saint Nessan’s Abbey, built in 
the sixth century, many of the stones of 
which were subsequently removed and used 
in the erection of a church in Howth. 
Rude and primitive as the abbey was 
with inside measurements of about twelve 
feet by twenty-four feet, it had the honour. 
as late as the thirteenth century, as 
Prebendal of St. Patrick's, of constituting 
a member of the Cathedral Chapter.

The . rtant 
slum-clearance scheme in the north west of 
the city is well under way, an “A a 
colony of new houses has sprung up. ‘This 
scheme will bably take several years to 
complete, as it involves the demolition of a 
laige slum area, and the re-housing of the 
inhabitants under modern conditions. . 

When this has been finished, it is likely 
thit other similar areas in rk will be 
demolished and rebuilt. The North West 
Ward is one of the most insanitary areas in 
Cork, and the change that is taking place 
there will go a long way towards improving 
the general health of the city. 


DRAINAGE SYSTEM, 


Almost as important is a new plan for 
re‘orming the whole sewerage system of Cork, 
substituting central drainage for the present 
system of river drainage. It is felt that the 
existing means are inadequate and unhealthy, 
but as the new project is estimated to cost 
anything up to a quarter of million pounds, 
the civic authorities will not commit them- 
selves to it before the whole situation has 
been carefully examined. It has been sug- 
gested that the necessary money might be 
raised by loans, but it is also thought possible 
that the scheme might be financed out of the 
relief grants, with, possible, a small addition 
to the rates. Anyone who has passed along 
the city quays at low tide will agree that the 
idea has much to recommend it. 

The City Hall, which will replace the 
building burnt down during the ‘ troubles,”’ 
is progressing rapidly, and it is likely that 
part of it will be completed by the end of 
the year. Since the old hall was destroyed, 
the Corporation officials have been scattered 
throughout the city, some in the Museum in 
Fitzgerald Park, and others in various offices. 
In a few months time, they will probably all 
be housed together in the new building, and 
this will lead to much greater convenience in 
the management of civic affairs. 


NEW PARK, 


Meanwhile, an anonymous benefactor has 
purchased the site of last year’s Industrial 
and Agricultural Fair, and has presented it 
to the Corporation for use as a public park. 
Cork is very deficient in open spaces; its only 
park is the Fitzgerald Park on the Western 
road, which was the site of a former exhibi- 
tion, The fai: grounds will provide a very 
welcome additional ‘‘lung,’’ though it is a 
little unfortunate, from this point of view, 
that they are situated on the same side of the 
town as the existing park. The western area 
is already provided for, and what is really 
needed is some open space in the rapidly in- 
creasing suburbs on the south side. 

The grounds at Ballincollig have recently 
been taken over for use as a municipal aero- 
drome, but on a comparatively short lease. 
It would appear that the authorities have not 
made up their minds as to whether it will be 
suitable as a permanent landing grounds, and 
the claims of Belvelly are still being borne 
in mind, The latter place is certainly more 
convenient for trans-Atlantic visitors arriv- 
ing at Queenstown, and could be used for sea- 
planes as well as for ordinary aeroplanes. 


KNOWLEDGE AND 
OPINION. 


THE FUNDAMENTALS OF 
EDUCATION, 


Lord Eustace Fercy, M.P., speaking in con 
nection with the City of London Vacation 
Course at the Holborn Restaurant, London, 
said. that the purpose of all education was 
fundamentally to teach people to distinguish 
between knowledge and opinion, The history 
of all education seemed to be a continual 
cycle of knowledge getting overlaid more and 
more by mere opinions, until finally we had 
to get rid of the “junk” and go back to 
the real knowledge that we ought to be 
teaching. 

He believed we were on the verge of an era 

when such a change would be egsential. The 
keynote of our thinking about economics and 
politics must be to keep in the background 
of our minds the interdependence of the 
world, but in the forefront to consider how 
we were to replan our national life so that 
we might be able to get rid of the appalling 
evil which now afflicted us. 
The one man who had been crowded out of 
our educational system was the handyman 
who could turn his hand to a whole range of 
jobs, the sort of man who was still surviving 
in a very few villages. We needed to get 
away from the superstitious affection for the 
idea of the extreme division of labour and to 
train up a generation which would be able 
to live its own life, even if that life meant 
comparative drudgery. By that means we 
should be giving them a more effective train- 
ing than by any system of specialised tech- 
nical education. 

it was essential that we should simplify 
our ideas of hife, get down to the bare bones, 
und go away from assumptions, The world 
that our pupils would have to live in would 
be a very different world, the character of 
which we could only dimly foresee. But we 
could be sure that one of the great features 
of that world would be a demand for men 
capable of independence. That independence 
was one of the most valuable characteristics 
that we could inculcate into our pupils.

VALUABLE WALL 
PAINTING. 


FOURTEENTH CENTURY 
PICTURE FOUND IN CHURCH. 


In Turvey Church, Bedfordshire, is an 
exquisite, but little known, wall painting of 
the Crucifixion, dating from the beginning 
of the fourteenth century. The painting, 
writes a correspondent of Zhe Times, was 
first brought to light about 80 years ago 
during the drastic ‘‘restoration’’ of the 
church under Sir Gilbert Scott. Fortunately, 
it escaped the destruction which befell so 
many mural paintings at that time. 

For some years it had been covered by 
glass, and in course of time its exquisite de- 
tails had become almost completely obscured 
7 dust and dirt. Recently Mr. E. T. Long, 
of Oxford, made an examination of the 
painting, and at once pronounced it to be of 
the greatest interest and value. Mr.. Long 
has g nce undertaken the cleaning and fixing 
of the painting, which is now revealed in 
almost its pristine beauty, at any rate in 

rts. 

The ground is a deep green, now much 
Bde, imposed on a cream foundation, 
with traces of a diaper of conventional 
flowers. ‘The cross is tau-shaped, and the 
figure of Christ hangs limply in the manner 
characteristic of the period. The long auburn 
hair falls over the shoulders in a very natural 
manner. The ample loin cloth is white, out- 
lined in black. The anatomy is most correct, 
the arms and the whole attitude being por- 
trayed in a very realistic manner. The skil- 
ful shading is most effective. There is 
an elaborate cruciform nimbus of red on a 
white ground. 

To the left of the Cross stands the Blessed 
Virgin in a white cloak and veil, with an ex- 
pression of perfect resignation. Her hands 
are tightly clasped. Opposite is a figure 
similarly robed, which at first sight appears 
to be a woman. It is, however, probably 
intended for St. John. In the left-hand is a 
book, while the right-hand is raised to the 
face, as if to stem the tears. The intensity 
of anguish is most realistic. Beneath the 
white cloak is a red tunic. The features of 
the ‘attendant figures are in a wonderfully 
perfect state of preservation. 

The painting is situated at the back of a 
large recess in the south aisle, and is contem- 
porary with this part of the church. It is 

robably no exaggeration to assert that the 

urvey Crucifixion is the finest wall painting 
of this subject in the country. Unfortunately, 
there is no evidence to show the provenance 
of this most accomplished example of English 
medieval art. 


THE ROOSTERS’ ROAD 
TO ROME. 


PULLET TOURS 112,000 MILES. 


All roads lead to Rome—even for roosters. 
Great preparations are being made in Canada 
at all events for participation in the World’s 
Poultry Congress to be held in Rome in 
September, and about 50 birds will make the 
trip to Italy in the hope of enabling the 
Dominion to “ crow’ over all rivals with 
due modesty of mien. 

Canadian fanciers are full of high hopes; 
for they have already done well in European 
poultry shows. At Barcelona in 1929, for 
example, .the Dominion birds showed with 
great distinction and without one casualty, 
even although they had to travel thousands 
of miles and be submitted to successive 
washings and grooming. 

The premier award for endurance, however, 
must go to a Leghorn pullet which left its 
parents in British Columbia in 1930 to visit 
the Poultry Congress at the Crystal Palace. 
After taking train across Canada she stayed 
at Uttawa for a day or two for a rest, then 
embarked from Montreal and crossed the 
Atlantic without a twinge of sea-sickness. 
She remained as a proud exhibit at the 
Crystal Palace for two weeks and then 
returned to her native roost, via Liverpool, 
completing a tour of 12,000 miles. But more 
remarkable still was the fact that during 
twelve subsequent months she laid 272 eggs.

SCOTIA. 


Will the humble lobster win to the 
eminence of inclusion on a heraldic coat of 
arms? The idea is not fatuous; for the 
lobster is making history in Nova Scotia, the 
oldest part of the british Empire, by heading 
the commercial] fisheries list of the province. 

In tonnage, it is true, they are still led by 
cod and haddock, but in cakes they have au 
easy margin over their nearest rivals. During 
1932 they brought over £540,000 to the pro- 
vincial revenues compared with half that 
amount for cod, £200,000 for haddock, 
£40,000 for herring, £54,000 for mackerel, 
£23,000 for the lordly salmon, £20,000 for 
smelts. and £27,000 for swordfish. 

The lobster might well, therefore, stand as 
emblematic of Nova Scotia’s vast fishi re- 
sources and her attractions for anglers, After 
all, the beaver has already received heraldic 
immortality at the hands of the Federal 
Government authorities.

THE FACTORY SITES. 


Mr. O'CONNOR welcomed the Govern- 
ment’s proposals in connection with the sugar 
beet industry. He would like to have some 
indication from the Minister regarding the 
exact location of the new factories. He 
doubted if the employment to be given as a 
result of the scheme would be very much in- 
creased. On the question of the desirability 
of employing nen w who resided in the dis- 
trict where the new factories were to be set 
up, he said that it was understood when the 
Carlow factory was established that a lot of 
Irish people in the district were to be ‘em- 
ployed in the factory, but he believed that 
those who were running the Carlow factory 
were still running it with’ the original 
workers. . ! 

Mr. COUNIHAN, supporting the bill, 
referred to Mr. Comyn’s statement that sugar 
beet could not be produced in any country at 
an economic price, and said that he did not 
think the figures given by Mr. Comyn were 
quite correct. : 

Mr. COMYN explained that the economic 
agg of sugar in Czecho-Slovakia was 2d. per 
b.; the price at which it was sold to other 
countries was ld. per 1b., and the home price 
was 5d. per lb. 

Mr. WILSON said that the social condi- 
tions of the farmers would not be improved 
by the wages paid in the beet industry.

The whole scheme was in accordance 
with Government policy to provide work and 
reduce the adverse trade balance, and never 
mind the cost. He did not think, however, 
that tle increased price of é per Ib. to tive 
consumer wonld be too much. 


UNECONOMIC. 


Mr. DILLON said that the new factories 
would be of great advantage to family labour, 
and he thought that it would be a good thing 
if they had a larger number of smail factorias 
instead of a few big factories. Experience in 
America showed that large factories serving 
big areas involved high transport charges, 
and were uneconomic. They had turned im 
American to small decentralised factories, 
and he thought they should consider the 
advisability of adopting a similar plan here. 

Mr. JAMESON said that it was a farce 
to suggest that they «ould produce beet sugar 
economically in the Irish Free State. There 
was no way of producing sugar on economic 
lines in the Free State. it could be produced 
only by subsidies and increased taxation. 
They had a revenue of £1,000,000 from the 
importation of sugar, and they had to get 
that million pounds from the Irish consumer, 
so that the price of sugar would have to go 
up. When all the sugar was manufactured 
here, the price would Fe up by a halípenny 
to three-farthings, and he doubted if they 
would get that, £!,000,000. 

This bill was going to put £2,000,000, 
probably more, upon the community, 
especially on the labouring classes. They did 
not know nearly enough about the real effects 
of this measure, and how it was going to 
work, or who was going to pay the piper 
when the scheme was established, ‘ho 
without a Government guarantee was going 
to invest money in this company with only 
a return of 4 per cent. on his capital? If he 
put such a proposition before the shareholders 
of his company he did not think he would 
raise a farthing in the whole room, They 
were giving the Minister power to establish 
a company about which they knew nothing. 
They were going to give the Minister leave 
tc put two millions into a business which the 
Minister admitted would take it all its time 
to make a very doubtful 4 per cent. The 
Mnister could increase the price of sugar to 
pay the 4 per cent. and this House could 
not stop him: They knew nothing whatever 
about where the proposed factories were 
going to be put. It would be better if the 

linister were to give another opportunity for 
discussion when the articles of association 
and the probable profit and loss account were 
before the House. They should: insist upon 
more information, so as to enable them to 
form an opinion as to whether this scheme 
was going to be a success or not.

The Carlow factory had proved to be 
among the most eflicient in Europe, and much 
more efficient than any corresponding factory 
in Britain. One of the factors that had 
made it efficient was the size of the factory. 
They. would lose a good deal if they installed 
more and smaller factories, and accordingly 
it was. proposed to erect new units on 
scale of the Carlow factory. The proposed 
three factories would be widely distributed, 
and would form a triangle, with Carlow in the 
centre. The Government desired a wide dis- 
tribution of the factories, but their location 
would be a matter for the company. 


STAFF AND WAGES. 


As to the training of the staff, there had 
been an understanding that Irishmen would 
receive technical traming m the Carlow 
factory, but there had been great difficulty in 
getting young men to come forward for 
training. That might possibly have been 
due to the fact that there did not seem until 
now to be any future for the industry, but 
now that the industry was being established 
for all time there would probably be a 
change in that regard. 

As to the wages to be paid, the new com- 
pany would have full control, and it should 
be assumed that they would pay the normal 
rate of wages. He asked the House to pass 
the bill, and, if possible, to pass all the stages 
to-morrow, as it was almost essential that 
orders for plant and machinery should be 
placed next month and the necessary

_ The conclusions reached include the follow- 


ing :'— 

i I am fully satisfied that the plain-clothes 
officers genuinely believed Mr, Fitzpatrick to 
be a thief. In the same way Mr. Fitzpatrick 
was equally convinced from the start that 
the _ e officers were motor bandits. 

“Having failed to convince Mr. Fitz- 

trick, t 

y force to the police station was in accord- 
ance with normal! practice. I feel, neverthe- 
less, that there may often be other and better 
ways of convincing a person who appears to 
suspect the bona fide of a plain-clothes officer, 
and I propose to os directions that these 
other methods shall be employed whenever 
possible. 

“On the question whether unnecessary 
force was employed, I find it difficult to form 
an opinion at this stage. Although Mr. Fitz- 
patrick is under ten stone, even a light- 
weight can offer a fairly formidable resist- 
ance against a much heavier man, and it is 
not always easy to restrain a small man who 
struggles violently without hurting him to 
some extent, 


THE SERGEANT’S ERROR. 


“ With regard to the question of the Ser- 
geant’s refusal to apologise to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick when he found that he was an inno- 
cert man, I am satisfied that at this point 
the sergeant’s action was definitely wrong. 

“In this case the sergeant might well 
have offered him (Mr. Fitzpatrick) the use 
of his car, and helped him to find a hotel. 

“Instructions are being issued to impress 
on all police officers that they must not abate 
their keenness and energy in stopping and 
questioning suspected persons. 

“H is inevitable that innocent persons 
must occasionally be stopped, and even ar- 
rested, but as soon as their innocence is es- 
tablished everything possible must be done to 
assist them, and to remove the sense of 
grievance that they may very naturally feel. 


FAILURE TO REPORT. 


“ In this case no formal report was ever 
made, though the matter was mentioned by 
the sergeant to his Divisional Detective In- 
spector twenty-four hours later. 

“The blame for the failure to report this 
case must rest upon those who are re- 
sponsible for the standing instructions—that 
is to say, upon myself as Commissioner of 
Police. 

“I am, therefore, taking steps to ensure 
that whenever an innocent person is brought 
to a police station for investigation, or a 
charge is refused in circumstances which give 
rise to a sense of grievance or to any sort 
of protest, the matter shall be at once re- 
ported to superior officers.”

LABOUR PARTY'S POLICY. 


“The cancer of foul housing must be cut out. 
A great national housing crusade is an abso- 
lute necessity.” 

These words strike the keynote of the policy 
of the Labour Party outlined in their report 
on housing and slums, which was issued 
yesterday, and which will be submitted to 
the annual conference of the party to be held 
at Hastings. on October 2. 

It is declared that nothing less is necessary 
than a colossai and continuous drive for the 
proper housing of the nation; that miles of 
slum streets must be torn down, that whole 
districts require to be cleared, that new houses 
must he built by the hundred thousand, that 
reconditioning on an extensive scale must be 
carried out, and that all must be done in 
conformity with thoroughgoing town and 
country-planning. 

The present accumulated shortage, it is 
estimated,, even on ‘a very low standard of 
housing, cannot be less than a million houses, 
and it is contended that, as private enterprise 
Is impotent to tackle effectively such a large 
scale housing programme, it must be carried 
out by the public authorities. 

It is proposed that the Minister of Health, 
assisted by a central housing council, shoula 
be responsible for a national slum-clearing 
and. housing programme, and that the full co- 
operation of the local authorities should be 
enlisted.

ARIGNA COAL MINES.

FRENCH EXPERTS TO MAKE 
EXAMINATION, 


Two French experts are to arrive in Dublin 
this evening in connection with the working 
of the Arigna coal mines in County Leitrim. 
Íhey are M. Cayeux, Professor of the College 
of. France, and M. Lecomte, Professor of the 
L’Ecole Centrale des Arts et Manufactures 
in Paris. M, Lecomte was at one time 
director of the Mines de Marles. 

_The French scientists will work in co-opera- 
tion with the Irish Geological Survey, repre- 
sented by Mr. Duffy, in the absence of Mr. 
Hallisey, who is on holidays. They will 
proceed to. Arigna on Monday for a pre- 
liminary examination and to determine the 
sites and the numbers of*the borings. As 
soon as the borings are complete, the ‘* cores ”’ 
will be sent to France for analysis. The 
experts will next make a report dealing with 
the quality of the ore present in Arigna 
and with its possibilities from an economical 
point of view. 

The firms of Fougerolle, Société de Grands 
Travaux de Marseille, and Société Generale 
d’Enterprises, are now jointly established in 
Ireland, and are responsible for the present 
activities im Arigna. They believe that the 
experts will spend about six months on their 
preliminary work. When it is completed, all 
reports will be presented to the Free State 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. The 
execution of the borings will be entrusted to 
an Irish firm.

Sir John Keane and Mr. Andrew 
Jameson both submitted the Free State 
Government's ‘new Sugar Bill to strong 
criticism in the Senate yesterday. We hope 
that the Government will not repeat the 
mistake made by its predecessor when the 
Shannon scheme was being considered, and 
all criticism was scorned almost as an im- 
pertinence. If Mr. McGilligan then had 
listened to certain members of the Senate, 
who were experts on hydro-electric schemes, 
much money might have been saved by the 
Exchequer, and a more satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs might have existed to-day. 
Mr. MacEntee is being warned now to 
hasten slowly. The Government proposes 
to establish a new company, with a capital 
: of £2,000,000, to organise the sugar in- 
dustry in the Free State. Three new 
factories will be built, and an effort will 
be made to acquire the existing factory at 
Carlow—which is the property of a 
Belgo-Czechoslovak group, headed by Sir 
Maurice Lippens—at a fair price. The 
work of construction, according to Mr. 
MacEntee, will begin next month, and the 
Government hopes that all the new 
establishments will be in working order in 
time to deal with next year’s beet crop. 
When Mr. MacEntee was in opposition he 
described the Carlow factory as a white 
elephant. Now, it seems, a herd of four 
of these costly creatures is about to be 
turned loose. 
At present the Free State imports sugar 
to the annual value of about £831,000, 
and Mr. MacEntee declares that the new 


factories, with the Carlow establishment, 
will be able to supply all demands, con- 
sequently abolishing the need fcr any 
imports.

IRELAND. 


In the Free State Senate yesterday the 
second reading of the Sugar Manufacture 
Bill was passed. The question of General 
O’Duffy’s pension was raised on the second 
reading of the Civic Guards (Pensions) 
Bill.—(Page 5.)

into account. Mr. MacEntee reckons that 
the cost of producing one ton of sugar 
in the Free State will be about £21. At 
present sugar of excellent quality can be 
imported from Czechoslovakia for £10 
a ton. Manifestly, the difference of more 
than 100 per cent. must be made good in 
some way—either by an increase in the 
price of sugar or by the remission of 
excise duty. In either case the consumer 
will suffer, because, if the excise duty 
is remitted, taxation must be increased 
in some other way. Admittedly, sugar 
costs 5d. a pound in Czechoslovakia, and 
surplus supplies are exported at a heavy 
loss; but it must be remembered that the 
sugar industry is essential to Czecho- 
slovakia. England has been making 
extensive experiments in beet sugar pro- 
duction, and, as Senator Guinness stated 
yesterday, they have cost more than 
£24,000,000 in eight years, or some 25s. a’ 
day for every worker who has been 
employed. 

Sugar is one of those commodities of 
which the world supply greatly exceeds 
the demand. At the recent World 
Economic Conference in London a recotn- 
mendation was made that for a period of 
ten years no new sugar factories should 
be built; but the Free State Government 
expressly refused to adhere to this con- 
vention. No doubt, the Senate will pass 
the second reading of Mr. MacEntee’s 
bill, and the Government’s plans will 
be approved in principle ; but much useful 
work can be done in Committee. As it 
stands at present, Mr. MacEntee’s scheme 
is far too vague. It is essential that the 
articles of association of the proposed 
company shall be produced at the earliest 
possible moment, so that the taxpayers 
may know where they stand. There must 
be no repetition of the muddle which 
occurred in connection with the Shannon 
scheme a few years ago. The sugar 
industry will be a Government monopoly 
after three years, when the period of the 
Carlow factory’s subsidy will come to an 
end. Those who have had experience of 
monopolies will understand the need for 
the most rigid control, and the Senate 
ought to insist on the closest examination 
of the whole project in detail before it 
passes the bill through Committee. We 
hope that the new factories will strengthen 
the Free State’s economic position, but 
they will be a poor substitute for the lost 
cattle trade, which the Government is 
doing nothing to restore.

Success to Ordet, 


Signor Mussolini, not for the first time, 
has challenged Cato's warning that '' ’tis 
not in mortals to command success,” The 
great Italian liner Rex was built to beat 
the Atlantic “ record,” but her engines 
broke down on her maiden voyage to New 
York. Instantly Signor Mussolini re- 
moved the board of directors, and said to 
their successors: ‘‘ Find out what is wrong 
with the Rex and put it right. She must 
get the blue riband.’’ Now that imperious 
purpose has prevailed. The Rex reached 
New York from Gibraltar on Wednesday 
morning, twenty-eight hours ahead of 
schedule, having broken all “ records ’’ 
for the Atlantic crossing. Her time was 
four days, thirteen hours, fifty-eight 
minutes—an average of 28.92 knots. She 
beat the German liner Bremen, which 
crossed from New York to Cherbourg at 


» the rate of 28.51 knots, and the German 


Europa, which held the West-bound 
“record ” with 27.92 knots. Thus the 
blue riband of the Atlantic, which Ger- 
many snatched from Britain, has passed 
to Italy—a further enrichment of the 
international trophies that she has won in 
recent months. To-day she holds the 
speed “ record ” of the air—428 miles an 
hour; her air fleet has achieved a journey 
of ten thousand miles, and the principal 
“records ’’ of the road have fallen to her 
citizen, Nuvolari, Germany, now sharing 
the Fascist spirit, will bewail the loss of 


the Atlantic riband ; and it will be small 


comfort to England that her great 
Cunarder, which lies unfinished on the 
stocks, has been planned to accomplish 
thirty knots an hour. It may be said 
that the commercial results of Italy's 
success will not repay the State subsidies 
which made it possible; but that success 
is a magnificent advertisement for the 
new Italy and a magnificent tribute-to her 
creator’s indomitable will. Is it surprising 
that to-day Italy, Mussolini duce et 
auspice Mussolini; feels herself the true 
inheritor of the Augustan fortunes?

IATE ATTACK ON 
Mr. J. A. Mollison landed at Plymouth 
last night in the Majestic on his return 
from New York. He was acco a civic 
welcome by the Deputy-Mayor of Plymouth, 
Alderman G. Scoble, who met him on 
board, the liner with a large number of 
other civic dignitaries. | 
Mr. Mollison said that he was only 
sorry that he was coming back alone. “I 


been here with me,” he said, “but she 
will be back again very soon.”’ 

On arriving at the docks in the tender 
Mr. Mollison stood bareheaded in pouring 
rain for cinema and Press photographers. 
Except for a couple of scars on the left- 


hand side of his face, he showed no traces | 


of the mishap when the aeroplane in which 
he and Mrs. Mollison had crossed the 
Atlantic crashed. 

Mr. Mollison said that he had never 
felt more fit, and was quite ready to 
continue flying. ‘‘As soon as I get to 
London I shall go at once to Stag Lane 
Aerodrome to make preparations for a new 
flight. I expect Mrs. Mollison will be 
back in England in a fortnight’s time. I 
hope by then our new machine will be in 
readiness and the weather favourable for 
us to make an immediate attempt on the 
long-distance ‘record’ just set up by the 
French airmen,’’ 

Describing the end of their recent 
Atlantic flight, Mr. Mollison said that 
after reaching the American coast they 
discovered that their gauges registered no 
petrol at all. 

'“We were not sure whether we had 
run out of petro] or whether something 
had gone wrong with the gauge,' he said. 
“We decided, however. that it would be 
as well to land at the first possible 
moment, and after circling over Boston 
we made for the flying field. 

‘Tt was a very black night, with no 
moon, and there was such a thick ground 
mist that we could only see the hangars 
for a moment before they were blotted 
out. 
“ Visibility was limited to 200 yards, 
but we had to land, and we trusted to 


luck. Had the field been 15 yards longer 
we should have been al] right. As it was, 
when our machine was examined after we 
had crashed, it was found that there was 
not a drop of petrol left in the tanks.”’ 

_ After broadcasting for five minutes from 
the Plymouth Studio of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, Mr. Mollison 
left in the midnight train for London.

JIMMY WOODS ARRIVES 
AT CROYDON. 


After battling his way across half the world 
against bad weather and damage to his 
machine, “ Jimmy’ Woods, who has been 
described as the “world's unluckiest fher, ' 
reached Croydon Aerodrome last night almost 
unnoticed, 

No cheering crowds greeted him. His only 
welcome was from a few aerodrome officials. 
His first action on landing was to telephone 
to his wife in Scotland. 

Woods left Western Australia on July 7th, 
hoping to beat Mollison’s ‘‘ record '” from 
Australia: to England, but misfortune has 
dogged him at every step. Meanwhile, his 
pretty young wife has kept an anxious vigtl 
in Britain, waiting for news when he has 
been held up in inaccessible spots. He intends 
to fly to his parents in Aberdeen. 

It was also his intention to fly back to 
Australia with his wife, but his plans about 
this are doubtful at present. 

Mr. Woods is thirty-nine years of age, and 
is regarded as ‘one of the finest pilots in 
Australia. “Since 1924 he has been an air- 
mail pilot for Western Australian Airways. 

Mr.. Wood's last. lap was from Italy, and 
he flew this against strong headwinds and 
rain storms. . 


BRITISH TRADE WAR 
WITH JAPAN. 


“BREEZE” AT PACIFIC 
CONFERENCE.

BANFF (ALBERTA), Thursday. 


A heated discussion on the tariff war be- 
tween India and Japan took place to-day at 
the biennial Conferenc2 of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations, which is being held here. 

British delegates said that they had no 
objection to Japanese competition in textiles, 
if it was based on the use of machinery and 
skilful management, but they protested 
against the use of weapons such as State 
subsidies, depreciated currencies, and low 
wages by Japan, which they regarded as 
illegitimate. 

Harmony was restored in the end, and the 
hope was expressed that when Great Britain, 
India and Japan conferred at Simla in 
October common ground would be reached, 

Delegates of all countries agreed that 
emigration could not be regarded as a per- 
manent cure for countries suffering from 
excess population. 

The question arose during the discussion of 
the rival claims of Japan and China for an 
outlet in Manchuria. Even the Japanese 
delegates agreed that the relief of their own 
country must come through increased 1n- 
dustrialisation rather than through attempts at 
wholesale emigration. For the present, the 
Japanese stated that Manchuria’s chief im- 
portance to Japan lay in its possession of 
extensive raw materials which could be. 
advantageously used for the industrial deve- 
lopment of Japan. 

‘he Chinese delegates stated that while 
Japan’s surplus population was estimated at 
slightly over one million a.year, the Chinese 
surplus was 4,500,000 a year. China's need 
for an outlet for her population was greater 
than Japan 's but the Chinese agreed that the 
transport of so many immigrants a year was 
impossible.

STATE RAILWAYS.

GENERAL DECREASE IN 
RECEIPTS. 

The returns of the Free State railway 
companies for 1932, which also were issued 
vesterday, show that, as compared with 
1931, the revenne receipts of the Great 
Southern Railway declined by 12.77 per 
ent., the reccipts of the Great Northern 
Railway by 13.56 per cent., and the 
receipts of other railways (those situated 
partly in the Free State and partly in 
Northern Ireland) by 15.45 per cent. 
Revenue expenditure at the same time was 
lecreased by only 7.32 per cent. by the 
Great Southern Railway, 5.13 per cent. by 
the Great Northern, and 4.80 per cent. by 
other railways. The actual figures were :— 
Receipts. Expenditure. 
£3,040,539 £2,655,696 
treat Northern... 1,174,583 1,106,411 
Other railways ... 114,480 137,180 
In the case of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways passenger receipts showed an in- 
crease of ‘£5,494 as compared with 1931, 
but every other class of receipts showed a 
decrease, live stock receipts falling off by 
31.55 per cent. On the other railways all 
classes of receipts showed decreases. Ex- 
penditure was lower in every class, except 
maintenan and renewal of wagons, 
general charges and miscellaneous ex- 
penditure in the case of the Great 
Southern Railways, and maintenance and 
rcnewal of locomotives and wagons in the 

case of other railways. 

There were no fatal accidents to pas- 
scngers in 1932. There were 68 non-fatal

accidents—27 passengers were injured 
alighting from trains at stations, 15 were 
injured by the closing of carriage doors, 
two fell from trains in motion, six fell in 
station premises and were injured, and 18 
were injured in miscellaneous ways. Four 
railway employés were killed in shunting 
operations; one fell from a bridge, with 
fatal results, and two were killed while 
working or walking on the permanent way. 
Trespassers to the number of eight were 
killed; two persons were killed at level 
crossings ; three were killed while on rail- 
way premises on business; two by *‘ other 
causes,” and one person committed 
suicide.

SMALLER AVERAGE 
POPULATION. 


The report on Free Sttae prisons for the 
year 1932, which has been submitted to 
the Minister for Justice, states that the 
daily average total population of the 
ordinary and convict prisons for the year 
1932 was 564, being a decrease of 37 below 
the corresponding figure for 1931. The 
daily average population of the Borstal In- 
stitution was 63, as compared with 57 
during 1931. 

The total number of committals was 
3,973. The corresponding figures for the 
previous five years are: 1931, 5,896; 19350 
4.132; 1929, 4,038; 1928, 3,989; 1927, 
4,337. The total number of committals on 
conviction during the year was 2,770, of 
whom 2,458 were committed by the Dis- 
trict Court, 305 by Superior Court, and 
seven by military courts. There was one 
execution during the year, and one death 
sentence in the case of a female prisoner 
was commuted to penal servitude for life. 

The prison RÉ es are set out as 
weaving (Mountjoy), tailoring and needle 
work (Mountjoy, Clonmel and Port- 
laoghise), shoemaking (Mountjoy, Clonmel] 
and Portlaoghise), mail bag-making 
(Mountjoy and Portlaoghise), mat-making 
(Mountjoy, Cork, Galway, Limerick, 
Sligo and Waterford), wood-cutting (al! 
prisons), agrictlture (al] prisons), baking 
(Mountjoy), laundry-work (all prisons), 
basket-making (Limerick). 

In an appendix to the report extracts are 
given from annual reports of visiting com- 
mittees for 1932. In connection with 
Mountjoy Prison it is stated that bacon 
was introduced during the year for the 
Sunday dinner in lieu of beef and mutton, 
and the change was appreciated by the 
prisoners. The privilege of receiving a 
weekly newspaper has been allowed to all 
eligible convicted prisoners. Two prisonérs 
abstained from food in Mountjoy for com- 
paratively short periods, with a view to 
securing their release, but they were pre- 
vailed upon to take food before any serious 
consequences ensued.

THE POWER TO REVOKE 
| PENSIONS.

ENERAL O'DUFFY’S Pension Bil! 
passed its second reading in the 
Senate yesterday without eljciting any 
echoes of Dublin’s week-end “ emergency.” 
Senators, it seems, are reserving their 
powder and shot for a future battle, which 
was foreshadowed during the sitting by a 
notice of motion from Sir John Keane, 

Sir John Keane's motion, which was 
read to the House by the Chairman, ex- 
presses the view that the action taken by 
the Government during the crap phil 
‘* purporting to be in the interests of peace 
as áin áin not Justified.”' 

As the Pensions Bill has been certified a 
money bill, the ‘Senate could do little at 
this stage but make a protest against the 
amendment inserted by the Dail to enable 
the Minister for Justice to revoke or sus- 
pend a pension at any time as he thought 
proper, and such a protest was quietly 
made. | 

The outspoken Mr. Milroy had first a few 
remarks to make on the subject of “ legis- 
lative. vendettas,’’ sand r. Johnson 
followed with an objection to the genera! 
principle of making pensions revocable by 
“order of the Minister. It was a system, 
he complained, which would enable the 
Government to “hold a whip over the 

nsioner.’”’ i 
áis suggestion—and it was supported by 
Mr. Bagwell—was to imsert the very 
common provision that any such order 
should be laid on the table of the 
Oireachtas for a period of twenty-one 


days.

SUGAR-PRODUCING PLANS. 


With a few notable exceptions, Senators 
were favourably disposed to the Govern- 
ment’s sugar-producing plans; and the 
Sugar Bill went through its second stage 
without a division. - 

Being favourably disposed, of course, 18 
not the same thing as being wildly 
enthusiastic, and there was no echo to Mr. 
Comyn’s panegyric of the Free State's 
potentialities as a  sugar-producing 
country, based on the theory that it had 
ideal soil and climate, as well as first-rate 
personnel, 

Mr. Guinness, who was whole-heartedly 
in support, could not forbear to mention, 
as a matter of interest, that Britain's 
sugar-producing activities had cost 
£24,000,000 in eight years, and that every 
man employed as a result of the scheme 
in field or factory had cost the British tax- 
payer no less than the breath-taking sum 
of 25s. a day. The support of Mr. Wilson 
also was accompanied by the reminder 
that the scheme’s success would entail 
payment of wages impo ony to those 
paid to beet-growing workers in Belgium, 
which were about 1s. 3d. or 1s. 6d. a day. 

The first Senator to damp Mr. Mac- 
Entee’s spirits appreciably was Mr. 
Johnson, who gave the scheme a very close 
scrutiny, and came to the conclusion that 
it--was- not the best. way 6f utilising 
£1,000,000 from the taxpayers’ pockets to 
assist agriculture. Flax-growing would 
have been better, in his view. 


THAT FOUR PER CENT. 


Mr. Jameson was in perfect accord with 
everything that Mr. Johnson hadsaid. The 
bill, he pointed out, was going to put a 
burden of at least £1,000,000 and, perhaps, 
more on the poor, and yet they were being 
asked to pass the bill without even having 
before them the articles of association of 
the company which: was to be set up, or 
knowing what justification there was for 
saying that it was going to pay even four 
per cent. Mr. Jameson was very dubious 
about the prospects of that four I cent. 

Even the Minister had to admit the 
justice of this request for information, but 
he excused its absence on the ground of 
lack of time.

FARMERS PRESSING FOR

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The question of inflation again moved 
to the foreground to-day, when President 
Roosevelt conferred with Senator Thomas, 
his chief ‘‘ inflation’’ adviser.

Mr. Wallace stated to-day that he had 
been informed by friends in Europe that 
there was a prospect of an agreement to 
curtail production being reached at the 
conference in London called by the League

nothing. 

The Government of India to-day issued 
communiqué on the situation, explaining 
that Gandhi, on being imprisoned at the 
beginning of August on account of his new 
individual civil disobedience movement, re- 
quested that he might be permitted to do 
“ harijan’’ work—that is, on behalf of 
the untouchables, and in connection with 
this to see visitors freely and receive and 
send correspondence, as he was permitted 
to do when a State prisoner. 


CONCESSIONS OFFERED. 

The matter has been discussed since then 
by the Governments of Bombay arid India 
and the Secretary of State, and Gandhi 
was yesterday informed that the following 
facilities had been granted to him for the 
purpose strictly of his work against un 
touchability :'— 

1. To receive newspapers and periodicals, 
but not to be allowed interviews for pub 
lication in the Press, whether with Press 
correspondents or others ; 

2. To see not more than two visitors 
daily ; 

3. To be allowed to send instructions 
and contributions to the editor of the 
Harijan journal three times a week, and a 
limited number of letters to other corre 
spondents ; 

4. To have at his disposal a convict 
typist and the books and newspapers, etc., 
needed for his Harijan work. - 

These privileges, however, did not satisfy 
Gandhi, who, after examining them, 
decided to carry on with his fast. It seems 
improbable that the Bombay Government 
will be able to extend the privileges now 
offered, but communications between Simla 
and London on the question are still 
believed to be proceeding. 


CLERGYMAN’S VISIT, 

In the meantime Mr. Gandhi will have 
an opportunity. of discussing the matter 
with the Rev. C. F, Andrews, his lifelong 
English friend. and Congress sympathiser, 
who arrived in Bombay this afternoon on 
board the liner Cathay. . He immediately 
requested permission to visit Gandhi in 
Yeravda Jail, and was informed that he 
might do so if their interview were con- 
cerned solely with the untouchability cam- 
paign. Mr. Andrews is leaving for Poona 
this afternoon.

While Austria appears to treat with 
apathy the continuance of anti-Austrian 
broadcasts from Munich, France’s patience 
is becoming exhausted. It is considered 
that Chancellor Hitler has been given 
about enough time in which. to keep the 
promise made to the Italian Ambassador 
on August 5th that German anti-Dollfuss 
propaganda would cease. 

The French Government regards the 
situation as grave. It is in close and 
constant consultation with the British 
Government, and to-day, with M. Dala- 
dier, the French Premier, and Mr. 
Macdonald back in their offices, the tele- 
phone wires were busy betweun the two 
capitals 

There is no inclmation on the French 
side to repeat the experiment of August 
5th and August 7th, when Italy moved 
first, stepping lightly, and Great Britain 
and France followed with hesvier tread. 

This time it would seem that the 
“ action ” will be reference to the League 
of Nations. The French believe that the 
League Council could not fail to condemn 
Germany for violation of Article 80 of the 
Treaty of Versailles.

USE FORCE,

Agreement on the principal points of a 
code of hours and wages for the petroleum 
industry was reached at a conference at 
the White House to-day between President 
Roosevelt, General Johnson (the Indus- 
trial Recovery Administrator), and Mr. 
H. L. Ickes, Secretary of the Interior. 

The conference had been summoned by 
the President in an effort to complete 
codes providing for shorter hours and 
higher wages for the oil, coal, and iron 
and steel industries before the week-end. 

Lack of agreement on codes for these 
three basic industries has hitherto held 
up President Roosevelt's recovery cam 
paign, The President is prepared to pre- 
scribe codes for these industries, which 
he can make effective by Executive Order. 

Provisions for the limitation of produc- 
tion and for a forty-hour week are con- 
tained in a ‘“‘code”’ for the copper 
industry submitted to the National 
Recovery Administfation to-day. The code 
provides for Federal allocations among 
the States of the domestic production 
necessary to meet the consumer demand. 

The Bureau of Labour Statistics has 
reported that in July employment in 
manufacturing industries incricased by 7.2 
per cent., and the pay rolls by 7.9 per 
cent. As compared with the June figures, 
there were 221,120 more employed,,

MOUNTAIN PEAKS 
SURROUNDED. 


END OF WAR AGAINST 
BERBERS IN SIGHT. - 
—€— 
From Revrer's CORRESPONDENT, 
RABAT, Thursday. 


URING the .latest advances of the 
four mobile columns which are 
clearing up the vast unpacified portion of 
the Grand Atlas more than five thousand 
Berbers have come into the French lines 
to hand over their arms, and from hour to 
hour the number increases, 

Among those who have submitted is the 
Sherif Moulay Abdsselen, of Meknes, who 
joined the rebels when the French troops 
entered Meknes in 1912. Many of the 
tribesmen were in very poor physical con- 
dition, and these at once received medical 
attention and food. 

It may now be said that the task of 
pacification in the high and arid moun- 
tains of the Grand Atlas which was set 
General Hure, the Commander-in-Chief, 
is near completion. 


BESIEGED IN CAVES. 


Those who would not submit have heen 
driven back until they are virtually in a 
state of siege in the caves which honey- 
comb the mountainsides. 

Large parties of nomads and snipers 
have assembled in the Yebel Babou and 
Yebel Youb to the east. To the west other 
groups coming from Ait Ishaq have taken 
refuge in the Massif du Koucer, 

Three mobile columns under General 
Catroux and General Diudeau have now 
brought to a conclusion the manceuvre of 
surrounding Yebel Babou in face of the 
desperate resistance of the tribesmen, 
whose repeated furious attacks they have 
in every case repelled. They are con- 
tinuing to improve theif position, 


NO SURRENDER. 


The columns have come well through a 
number of keen skirmishes, and have sent 
emissaries to the chief of the resisting 
Berbers in the region known as Ou 
The latter have, however, re- 
fused to discuss terms of surrender, and 
now say that they intend to resist to the 
last. 

In the western sectors General de 
Loustac, after having “ cleaned up ” and 
pacified the rocky plateau of the Ait Abdi, 
is engaged in the conquest of the Massif 
du Koucer, which is now completely sur- 
rounded, and which appears likely to come 
into French hands in the very near future. 

While the infantry and artillery have 
been fighting the sappers have not been 
idle, and already a road along which cars 
and lorries can pass has been built into 
the region.

The harbour workers 
are demanding—(1) that their union be 
recognised as a political party; (2) that 
their wages be increased ; (ó) that the Key 
West-New Orleans ferry service be discon- 
tinued; (4) that in future steamers shall 
not dock, but shall anchor in the harbour, 
and discharge their passengers and freight 
by launches and lighters. 

As it is not found possible to accept 
these demands, the entire outgoing and 
incoming shipping service is paralysed.

The British-controlled railways are now 
running to schedule, but-the employés of 
the American railways in the east end of 
the island are still out on strike for higher 
wages, 

Sefior Saenz, the new Secretary of the 
Treasury, has been in conference to-day 
with Mr. Welles, the American’ Am. 
bassador to Cuba, on the commercial rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

The Government have appointed Seiior 
Marquez Sterling, who was formerly Cuban 
Ambassador to Mexico, as Ambassador in 
Washington. 

Reports that the new Cuban Administra. 
tion intends to institute extradition pro- 
ceedings in connection with ingest bl 
Machado, who is at present at Nassau, in 
the Bahamas, are discounted here. A 
complaint, including charges ranging from 
murder to misappropriation of public 
funds, was filed on Wednesday in the 
Havana Criminal Court against the ex- 
President and five of his associates.

HE Iraqi Government announce 
officially that they consider that the 
Assyrian trouble is at an end. 

Reuter learns, however, that, in view ol 
the large number of Assyrians reported 
killed—estimated from 500 to 700—and 
the statements that a number were 
massacred by Iraqis in cold blood, the 
British authorities take a serious view ot 
the situation, and, following urgent repre- 
sentations, King Feisal has postponed for 
a week his departure by air for Switzer- 
land to continue his holiday. 

Sir Francis Humphrys, the British 
Minister to Iraq, is interrupting his leave 
and returning to Bagdad by air to-day. 

He arrived in London yesterday morn- 
ing, and in the course of the day saw the 
Prime Minister and Sir Robert Vansittart, 
Permanent Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs. 

It is understood that King Feisal has 
given an undertaking to the British that 
an inquiry will be held into the conduct 
of the tani troops and Kurdish irregulars, 
and it is for this reason that it is expected 
that after all he will await the arrival of 
Sir Francis Humphrys. 


IRAQI VERSION. 

Jafar Pasha el Askari, the Iraqi 
Minister in London, informed Reuter that 
he considered the reports that there has 
been some hundreds of Assyrians killed 
were much exaggerated. 

He had received a telegram from the 
Iraqi Government asking him to make a 
protest with regard to these alleged 
exaggerations. He said that according to 
the latest telegrams he had received from 
Bagdad there has been no fighting .ince 
August 11th, and that the trouble was 
regarded as at an end. 

The Minister stated with regard to the 
Assyrian families which had taken refuge 
at Dohuk, that a relief committee ha: 
been formed with Colonel Stafford, the 
officer commanting the northern district 
around Mosul, and sufficient funds had 
been allowed by the Government for relief 
purposes. 

Measures were also being taken to 
enable families in Dohuk -to return to 
their villages. 

He estimated that 1,300 armed 
Assyrians, followers of Mar Shimun, 
belonging to the Upper Tiare and Tuk- 
hum sects, had been concerned in the 
recent troubles. There were in all about 
20,000 Assyrians in Iraq, and of these 
8,000 weer armed. 

He said that he understood that the 
Turkish Government were’ hostile to any 
return of the Assyrians to their former 
districts in Turkey. According to reports 
in the Iraqu Press, the Turkish Govern- 
ment had sent a military force to the 
frontier with orders to shoot any Assyrians 
who attempted to cross into the country.

The treachery of 
a body of Assyrian runaways who had re- 
crossed the Tigris from French Syria on 
the pretext of surrendering their arms, 
and fell unexpectedly upon Iraqi outposts, 
has been visited upon many of their 
i salar who had no hand in the 
rebellion. The news that King Feisal has 
wisely decided to postpone his intended 
departure to Europe, where he will 
complete his cure, has removed one of the 
chief anxieties of his most faithful advisers 
and of his British allies. 


There is no evidence whatever, adds | 


The Times, that the present Government 
of Iraq sanctioned the display of anti- 
Assyrian violence, which has caused grave 
concern among its friends in this country ; 
but its failure to appoint a competent 
military commander in the area in which 
the minorities are most numerous, or to 
exercise any control over the methods 
employed in the suppression of a minor 
rebellion, must invite attack. It will 
certainly be surprising if no reference to 
these deplorable events is made at Geneva 
next month, and if British official 
optimism does not incur almost as much 
criticism as Arab negligence. The best 
defence the Iraqi.Government can make 
is to deal severely with the officers or 
Officials whose violence has injured its 
reputation, to lose no time in completing 
the settlement of the loyal element among 
the Assyrians, and to make what restitu- 
tion can be made to the innocent com- 
munities which have suffered violence an 

spoliation. ;

AVING addressed a large meeting 
H under the auspices of the National 

Guard at Wexford to-night, General 
O'Duffy handed a statement to the Press, in 
which he referred to Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly’s 
speech at the Killarney Aeridheacht., he 
Vice-President, he said, repeated all the lies 
and misrepresentation used against the 
National Guard during the last three weeks. 
It would be difficult for him to deal ade- 
quately with the unscrupulous and shameless 
lying. directed ‘against the new movement. 
What a spectacle to see the Vice-President 
of-a Catholic country drag, truth. in the 
gutter. His speech was a defilement of truth, 
and well he aoe it, and the people of the 
Free State knew it. 

Last week Fianna Fail Ministers told the 
people that. the National Guard was formed 
to prop up Cosgrave's party. This week 
they were told that the National Guard was 
formed to injure it. Last week the National 
Guard was Fascist and Hitlerite: This week 
they were the opposite; they were Com- 
munist. He was not aware that Fascist and 
Communist were one and the same thing 
until Mr. O’Kelly enlightened him. The 
National Guard was an independent, non- 
party, and unarmed civil body—neither 
Fascist nor Communist. They were opposed 
to dictatorships, or coup d'etat; they were 
out for a democratic and representative 
form of government, but, like many other 
countries, they believed that the present form 
of parliamentary representation could be im- 
proved, - 


PARLIAMENTARY SYSTEM. 


The present Parliamentary system here and 
in England was devised to meet and solve 
political problems, but fundamental economic 
problems remained to be solved, and their 
solution demanded the broadening of the 
Parliamentary system by the organisation of 
the economic or social groups, which was an 
alternative to Communism. The farmers of 
Ireland wanted an improvement in the system 
which had brought them to the verge of 
starvation. 

Shopkeepers who could not collect their 
debts wanted a change; business men wanted 
a chance to do business, unemployed wanted 
work, and the Army and Police force and 
other State institutions would wish to see 
more clearly what their duties were to be. 

‘He noticed that Mr. O’Kelly’s speech was 
applauded. Were the farmers and shop- 
weepers of Kerry there, and did they 
Mivland: did professional men who could 
not get their fees applaud? Was not the 
applause from those who refused to work, 
and who were drawing public relief, free 
milk or dole for their vote at the expense of 
the industrious? 

The ease with which the Government could 
find money for useless schemes and to enlorce 
coercion shows that there was no scarcity 
in the Exchequer. The Minister for Finance 
dealt with millions of the citizens’ money in 
the Dail a few weeks ago and refused to 
give the elected representatives of the people 
an opportunity of even asking for what the 
money was wanted. The National Guard was 
constitutional, unarmed and pledged to bring 
about a modification in the existing order by 
strictly constitutional methods and in full 
consonance with Catholic teaching. 

Mr. O'Kelly had not a word to say about 
the self declared armies which did not recog- 
nise him or kis Government, the courts or 
police. 


SELF-DECLARED ARMIES. 


In every part of the Free State self. 
declrred armies were drilling and paradin 
publicly before Fianna Fail Deputies, ie 
he was informed that a parade was recently 
inspected by a Cabinet Minister. 

Te avowed object of the Communist party 
was to bring about social revolution in this 
country on Communist hnes.. Mr. O'Kelly 
knows this well. He (General O'Duffy) 
wondered if Mr. O'Kelly had heard of the 
new Communist ‘“‘cells’’ formed in Shgo 
ton. He kas the unscrupulous effrontery to 
attempt to assail the National Guard with 
Communism. He knows well that one of the 
fundamental factors which brought the 
National Gua:d into existence was to divert 
the minds of the youth from Communism. 
He knows that President de Valera refused 
to ban the Communists, though he banned 
the parade of those opposed to Communism, 
arranged in honour of the three national 
builders. one of whom was murdered on the 
wav to Mass. 

He knew well that 
made by hooligans on members of the 
National Guard were directed by Com- 
munists, following their meeting last week 
in Eccles street. 

“1 repeat.’’ said General O'Duffy, “that 
this Communist meeting was held, and if the 
Commissioner of Police wants the agenda he 
can have it.” 

The position of the Government was in 
effect to stem the reaction of Christian people 
against the menace which is Commanistic. 
Whether he realised it. or not, Mr. O'Kelly 
and the Ministeis were no active allies of all 
the forces in the country which were work- 
ing towards unchristian and Communist 
tyranny 


THE DOCUMENTS, 


Speaking in the Senate on Wednesday, Mr. 
MacEntee, stated that he (General O’Durtfy) . 
was responsible for the burning of documents, 
largely, he understood, dossiers concerning in- 
dividuals. in the civil war. which were 
dumped in the Civic Guard Dépét 
by the Department of Defence many 
years ago.

Cardinal MacRory, replying, said that he 
had been very grateful for the invitation 
to Melleray, and felt that he should be pre- 
sent at the ceremonies, not only as Primate, 
but as Archbishop of Armagh, because one 
yof his predecessors, St. Malachy, was instru- 
mental in the establishing of the Cistercian 
Monks in Ireland in the Archdiocese of 
Armagh for the first time, nearly eight 
hundred years ago. Since their re-establish- 
ment in Ireland they had done much for the 
gy of God and the education and salvation 
of Europe. 


Referring to his journey down from 
Armagh, the Cardinal said that he had been 
involved in a motor accident on the Free 
State side of the border last night, when 9 
car had driven out 6f a side turning and 
struck the car in which he was travelling, 
breaking the mudguards and foot-boards on 
j one side.

| In concluding, His Eminence said that the 
celebrations of Melleray’s centenary had been 
worthy of the great work which the influence 
of the abbey has done throughout the 
South and throughout Ireland, 

The Abbot then gave the toast of Dr. 
Harty, Archbishop of Cashel, and Dr. 
Kinane, Bishop of Waterford. 

Thanking the Abbot, Dr. Kinane spoke of 
the great success of the celebrations, and 
said that he felt sure that the three days’ 
ceremonies and the fervour of the congrega 
tions attending them were unsurpassed in 
the history of the Cistercian Order. He also 
took the opportunity of welcoming the 
Cardinal to the Diocese of Waterford and 
Lismore, 

Dr. Harty, who added his thanks to those 
of the Bishop of Waterford, said that he 
admired Melleray because it was the heir to 
tradition, because of its present 
magnificence, and its promise for the glories 
of the future. 

After the other visiting bishops had been 
honoured, Abbot O'Connell welcomed back 
the past pupils of Melleray. 

The acknowledgment of the toast was 
given by the Rev. Thomas E, Garde, ().P., 
Assistant-General of the Dominican Order, 
Rome, 

On the suggestion of Dr. Harty, the guests 
honoured the toast of “ Mount Melleray, ' and 
the Lord Abbot, Dom O'Connell, afterwards 
mentioned that he had received messages of 
regret from all the bishops of Ireland who 
could not attend the celebrations, and His 
Excellency the Governor-General had informed 
the Abbot that he was not able to attend, as 
he was impeded by official duties. 

THE NEW ABBEY CHURCH. 

Later in the afternoon Cardinal MacRory, 
robed in gold cope and gem-studded mitre. 
set the foundation stone in the corner-stone 
of the new Abbey Church, which is to be 
erected on the site where for the past three 
days the high altar for the open-air Masses 
has stood, : 

Blessing the stone, which was inscribed in 
Latin with a record of the date and circum- 
stances of the laying, the Cardinal watched 
the block inserted in the corner-stone, and, 
after both were in position, he tapped them 
into place with a maul, after which the 
psalms appropriate to the ceremony and the 
Litany of the Saints were chanted, 

The Cardinal afterwards imparted the 
solemn Benediction from the open-air altar 
before the cloisters, and so brought Melleray’s 
Triduum of celebration to a close. 

To-morrow, on the departure of His 
Eminence from the Guest House, the monks 
will return to their silent and contemplative 
mode of jife, rising at two a.m. and devoting 
themselves to the service of prayer and work- 
ing the land of the mountainside. 


GRANGEGORMAN MENTAL 
HOSPITAL,

Councillor John Costello, PG (Chairman), 
presided at yesterday's monthly meeting of 
the Joint Committee of Grangegorman and 
Portrane Mental Hospitals. 

Accounts submitted by the Accounts Com- 
mittee, and approved, showed an expenditure

This telegram was sent to the Press As- 
sociation yesterday from Blair Castle by 
the Duke of Atholl, whose efforts to pro- 
mote sweepstakes on behalf of British hos- 
pitals have so far been frowned on by the 
authorities. i 


The French Government's lottery—it is 
not a sweepstake—will have more than one 
winning ticket in every ten if the prelimin- 
ary details are confirmed when the official 
prospectus is issued. 

The first slice of 200,000,000 francs—the 
proposed total is one” milliard franecs—is 
to be issued on September 20th. Tickets of 
100 francs each (about £1 4s.) printed by 
the Bank of France, and bearing the letter 
of the series and the individual number of 
the ticket, are to be issued, and will be on 
sale at banks, post offices, tobacco shops, 


inland revenue offices and certain agricul- 


tural and ex-soldiers’ associations—the 
latter because the proceeds of the lottery, 
to be devoted to wiping off the Budget 
deficit, will be partly utilised in maintain- 
ing war pensions at their present level. 


THE PRIZE MONEY. 


Of the 200,000,000 francs no less than 
120,000,000 francs will be distributed in 
prizes. Winning tickets will number 10.12 
per cent. There will be:— 

1 Ro of 5,000,000 francs (about 
£59,523) ; 
15 prizes of 1,000,000 francs (about 
£11,904); “ 
20 prizes of 500,000 francs (£5,952) ; 
200 of 100,000 francs (£1,190) ; 
200 of 50,000 franes (£595) ; 
2,200 of 10,000 francs (£119) ; and 
200,000 of 200 francs (£2 8s.). 
These “' consolation prizes ” of 200 francs 
have been deemed totally. unnecessary by 
certain financial critics, who argue that 
the public will subscribe readily enough 
without them, in the hope of winning a big 
prize. 
There is, however, a subtle reason behind 
the decision to expend as much as 
40,000,000 francs in small prizes. The 
drawings, it is understood, will be so 
arranged that when the wheel of fortune 
turns a unit figure will emerge which will 
win a 200 francs prize. 


CERTAIN TO WIN. 


Thus all ticket numbers ending in, say 
5—if 5 were the lucky. number ignated 
by the wheel—would win 200 franes. Con- 
sequently, persons taking a book of ten 
rt br with consecutive numbers for 1,000 
franes would be absolutely certain of win- 
ning 200 francs, and ten more chances, 
than with one ticket, of winning, in addi- 
tion, one of the big prizes. 

Drawings for the larger prizes will be 
made-in the same way, the wheel turnin 
three, four or five times until a series o 
numbers ate established, all tickets end- 
ing in these series proving the winners. 
‘his exceedingly simple system will 


avoid the necessity of publishing long lists 
of numbers.. It will be ‘sufficient for the 
papers to announce “ all tickets ending in 
52,718, or whatever number it may be, win 
100,000 francs.”’ 

There will be no publication of names 
and addresses; for tickets are to bearer 
only, and payment will be made to bearer 
on presentation of the ticket. 


BRITISH SUBSCRIBERS’ 
POSITION. 


Prizes are to be tax free—which is not 
usually the case in French lottery loans. 
Great efforts are being made to keep down 
organising expenses, and it is hoped that 
the expenditure will not exceed 7 per cent. 
of the amount of the tickets issued. 

It was hoped to hold the draw for the 
first slice of the lottery on November 11th, 
but in view of the difficulty in completing 
arrangements by that date it will more 
probably be November 20th at the Troca 
dero, and it is thought that President 
Lebrun will be present. 

The position of British sabjects anxious 
to subscribe is not yet clear. Those who 
have accounts with banks in France will, 
doubtless, be able to. take tickets, their 
winnings, if any, being payable into their 
account. But as lottemes are illegal in 
England it does not appear that orders can 
be taken through British banks in the 
United Kingdom. A British bank with a 
branch in Paris has received numerous 
applications from across the Channel, but 
has at present left them unanswered pend- 
ing the issue of the official prospectus and 
a clearer ruling as to the position.

FIRE CONSPIRACY 
TRIAL.

JUDGE ON “GOING TO 
THE DOGS.” 


The fire trial at the Old Bailey yesterday 
was adjourned until to-day. 

Mr. Justice Humphreys, who spoke for 
six hours on Wednesday, continued his 
summing up at 10.30. At 3.45 the Judge 
asked the jury if they desired to go on—he 
had only one case to dea] with—but the fore- 
man, after consultation, intimated they 
would prefer to hear that to-day and return 
their verdicts then. The Judge said he would 
take an hour to conclude his summing up. 

After the ve:Jicts the six who have pleaded 

ilty to some counts, and who have spent 
their time in Brixton Prison, will be brought 
into the dock, 

The ten defendants being tried, who have 
hitherto been allowed out on bail at the 
close of each day’s proceedings, were not 
granted ‘bail yesterday. The trial began on 
July 4, and will have lasted thirty-two days. 
In his summing up yesterday the Judge 
made some strong comments. One referred 
to Mr. P. E. Spencer, chairman of a com- 
pany, ‘‘ who signed a false income tax docu- 
ment and is liable to be prosecuted.” 
Leopold Harris, who has been referred to as 
the principal defendant, was mentioned by 
the Judge in connection with the defendant, 
Leonard Riley. His confession that a fire 
was deliberate, said Mr, Justice Humphreys, 
was not evidence, strictly speaking. 

The Judge referred to an accountant 
witness as a “creature of Leopold Harris, 
and hoped that his professional association 
would see that he ceased to be a member.” 

A rare humorous break in his lordship’s 
clear summing-up came when he commented 
on a greyhound reference: ‘Everybody in 
this case seems to have gone to the dogs 
at some period or another.”

Anthem, “Teach me, Ó Lord,” R 


The friendly services of birds to mankind 
are attractively presented by the Royal 
Society for the Protection of Birds in their 
series of coloured prints, depicting a species 
of bird with a chart showing the nature of 
its food. These charts, states the London 
Correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, 
show the general diet of various species of 
wild birds by indicating in colour the per- 
centages of food useful, natural, or harmful 
in the interests of man. 

The new series deals with the dipper, the 
lapwing, the barn owl and the cuckoo, It 
is consoling to know that the cuckoo, who 
has so many uncommendable characteristics, 
gets 83 per cent. of its food from injurious 
insects, and 2 per cent. from slugs and snails, 
The remaining 15 per cent. comes from 
‘* neutral ” insects, weed seeds. and miscel- 
laneous animal and vegetable matter. The 
barn ‘owl is almost as much on our side in 
its hunting. Mice and voles give him 68 per 
cent., injurious insects 7, house sparrows and 
starlings 6 per cent, The lapwing finds 70 
per cent. of its food in injurious insects and 
slugs and snails. The dipper gets 52 per 
cent. from injurious insects and 10 per cent. 
crustacea, The rest is classed as neutral 
food,

CANADIAN SCOUTS’ ** GOOD

A new kind of good turn has been found 
by scouts in Canada, who during the progress 
ot the famous British engine, the Royal Scot, 
across the.

SOUTH 
FINAL. 

BROWN AGAIN DEFEATS 
MARTYN. 
Ritecaa Sois “NM 

By Ove Gotr CORRESPONDENT.. 
LAHINCH, Thursday. 
Fe year Joseph Brown, of the Water- 


ford Club, won the South of Treland 

Championship, beating in the 36 holes 
final Stanley Martyn (Limerick) at the thirty- 
seventh green. To-day he repeated his 
success, but the margin was much wider now, 
the match ending at the thirty-third green. 
At the half-way stage it looked like finishing 


by three holes, and when he won the firs 
and second holes of the evening round his 
victory seemed assured; but Martyn, who is 
almost twenty years the senior of the winner, 
bas a resolute uphill game from the 
ourteenth hole to the finish. 

He did not control the ball as well as 
Brown in the very heavy wind which came 
in from west-south-west all day, making the 
conditions desperately severe, while he lacked 
the length of the younger player, who was 
also putting beautifully. 


DEADLY PUTTING. 

Seldom in the final of a championship, or 
in a final of any description, have I seen such 
consistently sound putting as was produced 
by the winner. Putts of three and four 
yards went down with heartbreaking consist- 
ency. From the tees Brown was, as a rule, 
much the longer, and his iron club play was 
the more finished, but, nevertheless, the loser 
must be credited with having made a very 
fine match of it under conditions that handi- 
— him more than they did Brown. 

e most interesting phase of the match 
was the first nine holes. In the half-gale on 
starting, they produced fireworks for a time, 
Brown ramming down a long putt for a 4 at 
the first hole, after taking 5 to get home in 
the teeth of the wind, whereas Martyn could 
do no better than a 6, the wind blowing his 
ball from a sliced drive and cut second all 
over the place. Then Brown, after recover- 
ing magnificently from the bunker, the leit 
of the second, holed another long one when 
it looked as if Martyn had the hole in his 
pocket, but Martyn replied with a grand 4 
at the third, where Brown pulled his drive 
in to the rockery near the shore and took 
half-a-dozen for the hole. 


A BAD HOLE. 

The worst hole that Martyn played during 
the day was the fourth. rom the middle 
of the fairway he topped his second into 
Klondyke, and it was his turn to have a 6, 
but he played the sixth into the wind in 
style, his approach pulling up on the edge 
of the hole and laying Brown a stymie, which 
he had no chance of getting round. From 
behind the green at the short eighth, Brown 
fluffed his second and lost the hole to a ó, 
and they were on level terms, but the ninth 
went against the Limerick . player as the 
result of Brown holding a magnificent putt 
of about five yards for a ó, and so the cham- 
pion led by one hole. The golf was excep- 
tional in such condition, Brown being out 
in 37 (the bogev is 38), and Martyn taking 
but two more with the two 6’s. 

Martyn was unable to get out of the rough 
with his second to the tenth and lost it, 
requiring another 6 to a 5, but at the short 
eleventh Brown approached too strongly 
from the hills, and the lead was reduced to 
one. The wind was with them at the 
twelfth, which is 355 yards long, and Brown 
got home from the tee to get down in 3, and 
when he became 3 up at the fourteenth, 
Martyn was in a bad way, but Brown, luckily 
for him, was in such trouble in the bunke1 
at the fifteenth that he picked up. Martyn, 
however, spared his tee shot to the short 
sixteenth, and being over the green out was 
never in sight, even of the half in 5. He 
then topped his drive to the long seventeenth, 
at which Brown had a splendid 4 for a 
lead of 4. Both played the home hole badly, 
Brown being out of bounds and in a drain 
from the second; Martyn won it in a 6 

THE AFTERNOON ROUND, 

Brown opened the second round, as in the 
morning, with a 4 at the first, Martyn duffing 
his second shot, and when he increased the 
margin to 5 at the fourth the match was as 
good as over, Martyn won only one of the 
holes out—the fourth—and Brown drove to 
the tenth leading by 5. Brown for once 
failed on the green when he missed a com- 
aratively short one at the tenth for a half 
in 5, but he had then a tight grip on the 
game, which ended tamely with his winning 
the fourteenth in 6 and halving the fifteenth 
in the same figure. Result :—

The position is, at 
all events, very interesting, and holders of 
the shares are not at all likely to part from 
them at a time when prospects point to profit 
expansion on no mean scale.
